Crime,—The previous month bas been 
normal and nothing of unusual im- 
portance has occurred in the Settlement. 

A rather serious robbery ocoarred in 
the Yangtazepoo district on the 27th 
‘ultimo at abont midnight, when about 20 
or 30 men armed with rifles broke into s 
house near Ying-Hsiang-Kong village, 
and stole therefrom articles valued at 
$300. The robbers fired three shots 
which fire was retorned by the Municipal 
Police stationed at Ying-Hsiang-Kong. 
‘Tho former then ran away to the North 
and crossed the Settlement boandary 
little to the West of » village named 
Zo-Ka-Za. At aboot 1,30 am. ap 
armed patrol of six soldiers from Hung- 
Teun, 3 or 4 li distant, discovered the 
robbers sitting on agrave mound. The 
latter got ap and ran away, leaviog’ 
behind lying on the ground 130 articles 
of clothing which tarned out to be the 
groater part of the stolen property. The 
patrol say they fired three shots with- 
out killing aoyone. The robbers fired 
two shots in return and fled northward 
in the direction of Kiangwan, but they 
were not pursued by the soldiers. The 
latter gathered up the clothing and took 
it to the Chinese Magistrate to whom 
they reported the occurrence, 

‘On the Settlement boundary in the 
‘Wayside district, some fow handred 
yards from the villege Hung-Tsun 
above mentioned, gambling is still 
carried on quite openly. Tents 
erected wherein the tables are sheltered. 
‘The spot is at the end of a projected 
Municipal rosd. 

In the country all round Shangbai, 
however, there bas for some time past 
been considerable unrest and disorder. 
From the vicinity of Quinsan in the 
north-west round by Sungkiang to the 
south-west continuing to the Pootung 
side and the small town of Chib-So 
fon the coast 12 miles from Shanghai, 
the peace of the country side has been 
somewhat cnuscally broken. 

Abont the middle of December Inst 
in a village near Quinean there occurred 

















































the wholesale barning of 400 or 500 
disorderly persons, » feat performed 
by country folk wrought up to a pitch 
of indignation by the lawless beh 
of their victims, It is remarkable that 
such an ocoarrence shonld bave passed 
practically without foreign comment+ 
The fact can only be attributed to the 
small amount of interest displayed by 
‘many foreigners in the lives of the 
Chisese among whom they dwell. 

‘The details of the occurrence referred 
to are such as would be considered 
altogether incredible were they given to 
the public in the pages of = modern 
magazine story. Yet there is no:doubt 
whatever that within 30 miles of! 
Shanghai hondreds of persons were!
